Bond wants racism charges documented

Charges of racism by the 
Pan African Students Union 
(PASU) drew a wait and see 
attitude from President James 
Bond at last Friday's biweekly 
news conference. 


“They sent a mimeograph 
to us a week or so ago,” he 
said, ‘but we've gotten no 
documentation."”» He went on 
that specifics and documer 
tation were promised by the 
PASU in their statement. 


When asked about Dick 
Hughes’ charge that $9,200 
which Bond restored from 
instructional facilities to 
student services was required 
for certain courses needed by 
HPER majors to graduate, 
Bond said, ‘‘He did not tell me 
of that fact. That information 
never came to my office.”’ 


Dying woman denied 


(ZNS) Police have denied 
marijuana for medicinal pur- 
poses to a 55-year-old 
Hawaiian woman who is dying 
of lung cancer, even though 
her doctor says it is the only 
effective substance to 
alleviate her suffering. 

Minnie Pagan said her 
physical condition has 
deteriorated rapidly since 
police raided her home last 
July. During the raid, officers 
seized all of the pot plants her 
59-year-old husband had been 
growing for her treatment. 

She says she has lost weight 
and her appetite has suffered 
as a result. The Pagans’ at- 
torney, Robert Jinks, says 


Dean of Students Norm 
Better was asked about his 
earlier explanation about cer- 
tain money turned back which 
could have been used to hire 
student assistants.

Carr, the former university 
instructor who claims the Air 
Force has secretly captured a 
UFO has been forced to hire a 
business agent. 


Professor Carr created a 
sensation recently when he 
charged that, for the past 26 
years, the Pentagon has been 
concealing an extra-terrestial 
space craft and the dead 
bodies of its 12 pilots.

Working 
with the committee are social 
work graduate students June 
Otow, Harford Ha and Rosina 
Koo. 

“Cockroaches have helped 
unite the tenants, Whites, 
Blacks, Chicanos’ and 
Asians,’ reports Otow. a 
veteran of many social action 
projects 

Nothing is unusual about 
the CSUS students working 
with an outside group, Otow 
insists. “This is what the 
university should be 
doing—work with the com- 
munity and people.’

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Not long ago the committee 
made a random survey of the 
tenants and found 85 per cent 
of the units infested with 
roaches. It also found that $1.8 
percent of the’ tenants 
surveyed agree the exter- 
minating company under con 
tract with the Sacramento 
Housing and Redevelopment 
Agency has been ineffective. 

The ineffectiveness of the 
traditional method, the com- 
mittee observes, stems from 
the fact that “no spray cankill 
roach eggs and roaches can 
build up a resistance to any 
spray.” 


“Upon complaint,’’ says 
Jett, “the housing authonty 
usually sprays one apartment 
at a time and the roaches just 
go next door until it’s safe to 
come back.” 

The tenants led by the com- 
mittee didn't wait for things to 
happen. Instead they went to 
the library to find solutions 
and interviewed bug experts 
and the county health 
department 

At a meeting last month the 
committee proposed its own 
plan of action including the ap 
plication of a mixture of boric 
acid powder and powdered 


Sugar to every apartment 
unit. The committee con- 
sideres this method “the 


cheapest and most effective 
way of controiling cock- 
roaches.”’ 

At a recent meeting, a 
spokesman for the agency, 
told protesting tenants the use 
of boric acid is illegal. The 
committee countered that 
boric acid is used by the San 
Francisco Housing Authority 
and that the county health 
department recommends and 
dispenses it.

Minister charges INTERPOL 
with being part of Nazi nightmare 


Based upon evidence from 
State Department and cap 
tured Nazi war documents, 
some declassified for the first 
time at the request of resear- 
chers, Vaughn Young, a Scien- 
tology minister, charged that 
“INTERPOL was not only a 
willing part of the Nazi 
nightmare but has been 
Sympathetic to that 
philosophy since 1946.’ 
INTERPOL is the Inter. 
nationul Criminal Police 
Organization 

The decuments, which are 
being released as the first of a 
series of reports on INTER- 
POL, reveal in part that 

—INTERPOL's presidents 
from 1939-45 were the chiefs of 
the Nazi SS and Gestapo. 
Reinhard Hevdrich and Ernst 
Kaltenbrunner—the directors 
of Hitler’s ‘‘final solution’ 
against the Jews and Gypsies 
of Europe 

—INTERPOL policy pre 
diated the ‘final solution’ by 
eight years with a “war onthe 
Gypsy plague’’ which the SS 
later expanded with INTER- 
POL support 


—INTERPOL’s ‘reap 
pearance’’ in 1946 was due to 
the work of F.E. Louwage of 
the Belgian Political Police 
whose name appears in clas- 
sified « ar records as working 
with the Nazis as late as 1944: 
thus INTERPOL's post-war 
activity was initiated and lead 
by a Nazi collaborator and 
supporter. 

—J. Edgar Hoover, Direc- 
tor of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, was elected 
vice-president at INTER- 
POL's first post-war meeting 
in 1946 (Louwage was elected 
President) behind the back of 
the State Department and 
with the aid of his agents in 
Europe, thus forcing the US to 
rejoin the organization after 
doubts had been expressed by 
US officials. 

—Nazi war records reveal 
that INTERPOL's President 
from 1968-71, Paul Dickopf, 
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was an SS officer (SS No. 337 
259) who worked under 
Heydrick in the 
Sicherheitsdienst (Security 
Service) where INTERPOL 
was located from 193945; dur- 
ing Dickoptf's reign, large con 


tnbutions were made. to 
INTERPOL’s accounts by 
Venezuela, Brazil and 
Switzerland, countries 


reportedly favored by the 
post-war Nazi underground. 

“INTERPOL has 
deliberately withheld in- 
formation of their Nazi in 
volvements and sympathies,” 
Young charged, ‘in order to 
covertly gain support that 
would otherwise be lacking. In 
fact, they have even gone so 
far as to lie about INTER- 
POL’s relations with the 
Nazis, insisting that the 
organization ceased to exist 
from 1938-45.’ 

First formed in 1924, 
INTERPOL today is locatedin 
114 countries with its world 
headquarters in St. Cloud, a 
Paris suburb. While a private, 
non-governmental 
organization, the US office is 
located in Room 116 of the 
Treasury Building and headed 
by former Secret Service 
agent Ken Giannoules 

“INTERPOL has refused 
since 1946 to aid in the search 
for Nazi war criminals,” 
Young stated, ‘‘by citing Ar- 
ticle 3 of their Constitution, 
which has never been ratified 
by any international treaty. 
This ‘escape clause’ states 
there shall not be ‘any 
intervention or activities of a 
political, military, religious or 
racial character.’ This has 
been cited as the reason why 
INTERPOL has ignored Nazi 
killers, terrorists, skyjackers 
and even some kidnappings. 
“Yet, for example,’ Young 
continued, “INTERPOL was 
at a Bermuda airport in 1960 
preventing certain delegates 
from attending a Black Power 
Conference while Adolf 
Eichmann, who killed 6 
million Jews, resided in South 
America.”’ 

INTERPOL has also been 
overlooked in the p Ir 
troversy, 
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“Through their office in the 
Treasury Building, 113 other 
countnes have access to tax 
records. confidential 


government reports, even 
files of the FBI via direct 
hookup to the massive 
National Crime Information 
Center. Over 100 count ries can 
have data noAmerican citizen 
is allowed to view.’ Young 
said 

“INTERPOL is an open 
back door, unregulated o1° 
watched, for any fascist police: 
state, from Yugoslavia to 
Brazil to Vietnam, who wants; 
to either collect, oreven inser 
duta on American citizens or 
groups. Naturalized citizens 
and visitors from other coun 
tries are especially vulnerable 
to information inserted 
secretly in government and 
FBI files via INTERPOL from 
any country, with no check as 
to its validity. potential harm 
or source.”

(ZNS) Do you remember 
that 1964 movie Doctor 
Strangelove, the story about a 
crazed German military ad- 
visor to the president of the

Stunley Kubrick. the 
movie's director. reports that 
none other than Henry Kis 
singer was the personality 
that inspired the character of 
the mad scientist. 

According to the Los 
Angeles Herald Examiner, 
Kubrick claims to have met 
Kissinger at a party when the 
film was being planned. At the 
time. Kissinger was a harvard 
professor, active in foreign af- 
fairs. and a special foreign 
policy advisor to Nelson 
Rocket eller 

Kubrick was apparently so 
struck by Kissinger’'s 
demeanor that he decided to 
incorporate elements of the 
future secretary of state’ s per- 
sonality into the character 
“Doctor Strangelove’

Art meant to be lived everyday Creating Scrooges 


from a good idea

Art should be an everyday 
part of our lives. It was never 
meant to be stuck away in the 
Crocker or any other art 
gallery 

One doesn't buy a beautiful 
handworked silver bracelet 
and stash it in a secret com 
partment of a drawer. Rather 
you wear tt 

In the same way, painting 
und sculpture ought to be 
prominent meuns of dressing 
up our day-to-day en 
vironment. There are a few 
scattered attempts at it. For 
example. a record shop on the 
K Street Mall has a mural 
painted on its frontal exterior 
but that store is an exception 

Here at Sac State, I'm told 
that at one time we had a 
colorful campus decorated 
with wall murals. both ex 
terior and = intenor. What 
happened” 

Two things took place 
First. the mural class that was 
primarily responsible for the 
art work, moved off-campus 
the murals, not the class. But 
this was just a small fly in the 
ointment since there were still 
plenty of murals around and 
there was nothing to stop a 
mural from being painted on 
campus 


To paint a mural was a 
relatively painless process. A 
scale model in color had to be 
drawn up. Then permission 
from the building occupants 
and the Campus Planning 
Committee had to be obtained 
Once these three points were 
fulfilled, the artist was free to 
proceed 








However. the second thing 
was a policy adopted by the 
trustees in September of 1973 
It laid down points of policy to 
follow as well as a new 
elongated procedure 

Along with the expected ad- 
moniuations that the art work 
must fit in with the campus 
and be structurally sound, the 
subject matter or theme must 
be directed to achieving long- 
term public acceptance as an 
appropriate artistic expres- 
sion. This has a chilling effect 
op any contemplated project 
that might be of a political or 
controversial nature 

Even more chilling is the 
procedure designed to test the 
persistence and perseverance 
of Job. First stop is a com- 
mittee with community 
representation and 
designated by the campus 
president to approve the art 
form matenals location 
quality and costs 

The second stop is approval 
from the Campus Planning 
Committee 

Next. Sac State's prez must 
OK the plan 

Fourth, if the president ap 
proves. he/she passes the 
proposal to the chancellor 
with a request for board of 
trustee Consideration. 





As surprising, mysterious and 
powerful as Castaneda’s previous 
books have been, Tales of Power goes 
far beyond them.

Ona TV talk show at the end 
of October, Phil Donahue, the 
earnest host of the syndicated 
Daily Talkfest. asked former 
General Motors president 
Edward Cole whether he 
thought the oil companies 
were protiteering by charging 
too high prices. Cole looked 
unconvincing when he 
delivered the customary auto 
industry line on their fraternal 
petroleum counterparts. No 
he suid. the oil industry 
needed the money for ex 
ploration. During the adver 
tising break. he turned to me 
olf camera and said. “The oil 


industry is getting a little 
greedy 

Cole s private candor is one 
of the yvear's 
understatements and — the 


vear is not over yet. Inthe next 
six weeks. the onl industry's 
most indentured public ser- 
vants in the Congress and the 
White House will move to 
deregulute “new” interstate 
natural gas prices and stagger 
consumers with a $10-billion- 
a-year increase. It is the next 
step in the oil industry's own 
WIN program to fuel inflation 
now 

The first movein this multi- 
billion dollar energy chess 
game will come before the 
Senate in a few days. with an 
amendment by Sen. James 
Buckley (Rep. N.Y.) toa trade 
bill. Sen. Buckley is part of the 
oil and = gas-nch Buckley 
family enterprises. and he 
wants to apply his expertise, 
as he puts it. to congressional 
natural gas policy 

For twenty years 
interstate natural gas has 
been regulated by the Federal 
Power Commission. Under 
such ‘‘regulation” the in 
dustry has grown mightily to 
account for about one-third of 
total U.S energy con- 
sumption. It has also profited 
handsomely under the per- 
missive price formulas of the 
FPC. which have allowed the 
companies a 200 percent in 
crease for new gas prices 
since 1971 

This spiral has only 
whetted the oil industry's 
appetite for ramming through 
Congress an end to “new” gas 
price controls, so that the 
giant oil corporations who con- 
trol natural gas productions in 
the U.S. can jack their prices 
up to the highest comparable 
price of foreign oil. One 
quarter of the natural gas con- 
sumed in the country goes for 
residential gas users. These 
family residences wills start

vear extra should the Buckley 
amendment pass the Senate

The White House and oil in- 
dustry arguments for the 
amendment are variously 
deceptive and phony. First, 
although the lifting of price 
regulation ostensibly only ap 
plies to “new” gas delivered 
into interstute commerce 
after enactment, in reality the 
Buckley amendment amounts 
toa fountainof youth for ‘old’ 
gas. As “old” gas contracts 
expire to be negotiated anew 
“old” gas suddenly becomes 
“new” gas 

Many of the existing con 
tracts are of the duration of a 
year or less. Such slight of 
legislative hands will con 
tribute to a tripling of natural 
gas prices within a year. ac- 
cording to David Schwartz, as- 
Sistant chief of the economics 
division of the Federal Power 
Commission 


The of industry. through 
the American Petroleum 
Institute, the American Gas 
Association and individual 
contacts by top oil compans 
executives. are working inten- 
sively to line up a majonty ot 
the senators. With liberal 
senators, the oil industry is 
talking about winter shor 
tages and inadequate produc- 
tion incentives. Senators such 
as John Tunney and Alan 
Cranston, Democrats of 
Califorma, and usually pro 
consumer, are wavering 
under the beguiling briefings 
of slick lobbyists 


Greedy oil industry 


Having used the false shor- 
tage strategy to spectacular 
success last winter witn 
gasoline and home tuel, the oil 
industry sees no reason why it 
should not try again—this 
time with natural gas. It 
retuses to allow full access to 
dati and surveillance of large 
amounts of shut-in’ gas 
reserves. Although in 1970 the 
industry Was assuring the 
public that the nation had 
seventy times the annual con 
sumption rate of natural gas in 


reserves, federal trade of- 
ficials and some FPC 
economists recently have 


charged massive underrepor- 
ting by gas producers of their 
reserves in order to set the 
stage of scarcity and 
stampede Congress. 

As long as the oil industry 
thinks that Congress will take 
the lid off natural gas prices. 
natural gas wells that could be 
producing will be held back 
trom the market. ‘Better wait 
and get triple the present pnce 
next yeur than sell it now” is 
the industry attitude 

As a Library of Congress 
study for Rep. John Moss (D.- 
Cal.) just concluded, sharply 
higher oil prices sufficient to 

foster oil production from 
beneath the lunar surface’ 
have not led to more domestic 
ail output. The sume shared 
monopolists that tried to 
hoodwink the public last year 


will do the same for the 
natural gas wing of their 
energy empire. Only a 
vigorous restructunng and 
breakup of these’ energy 
giants. under the old- 
fashioned federal antitrust 
laws will permit the 
emergency of effective 


market and consumer control 
of price levels

In performance it is sure 
fire. It is ol balanced construc- 
tion, relying on the fast-slow- 


fast format germane to 
Western music. It is tonal 
(though fairly dissonant), 


nen-serial, non-aleatonc, and 
fully written out, which 
removes it from the current 
avant-garde mainstream. Ac- 
cording to the composer, the 


work attempts to “unite the 
elements of rock. jazz. and 
classical music into the 
context of serious .com- 
position.” In this respect it 
follows the lead of Gunther

For most of its 20-minute 
playing time it maintains a 
high degree of tension, 
through intelligent. or- 
chestration and sound-mass 
balancing.
